INTRODUCTION 

This directory, supplementing the Mineral Industries Map, contains two 
complete lists of mineral producers, one arranged alphabetically under the 
class of commodity produced, and another arranged numerically under 
counties. The alphabetical list comprises the main office addtess of the 
companies; the address of plants, pits, mines, quarries, etc.; the means of 
transportation; and the county and reference numbers corresponding to 
numbered locations given on the map. The geographical list serves as a 
cross index when the location, but not the name, is known. 

A specific example may be taken to illustrate the use of the directory 
and map in conjunction. For Instance, if information Is desired regarding 
the sand and gravel pit indicated' by the green triangle numbered 18 in 
Madison County, reference to the geographical list (page 71) shows the 
operator to be the Stocker Gravel and Construction Company; then by 
referring to that name In the alphabetical list of sand and gravel pro- 
ducers (page 63) the remainder of the data on this company and pit 
may be obtained. If on the other hand the location of the Stocker Gravel 
and Construction Company is desired, reference to that name In the alpha- 
betical list under sand and gravel reveals the county and the reference 
number, and the symbol having the corresponding number In Madison 
County on the map Indicates the location of the pit. 

Changes in ownership of the mineral Industries are so numerous and 
frectuent that new editions will be necessitated from time to time In order 
to keep the information up to date. Revisions, corrections of possible errors, 
and suggestions for Improvement, will be greatly appreciated and, so far 
as possible, Incorporated in later editions of both map and directory. 

To all of those companies and individuals who lent their cooperation 
by complying with requests for information, the Survey extends Its thanks.
